GASES; LOSS IN 
COUNTY IS $795 


Five 
men 
who 
were 
arrested 
Thursday afternoon and evening by 
Constable Glenn Guise on charges 
of securing money from the state 
Department of 
Public 
Assistance 
under false pretenses appeared this 
morning before Justice of the Peace 
John C. Shealer. Robert D. Kreider, 
claims 
settlement 
agent for the 
state department, said the amount 
"chiseled” by these defendants and 
two 
others 
who 
are 
listed 
as 
fugitives, totals $795. 
Two of the defendants 
waived 
hearings and posted $300 bail each 
for court. 
One of the men who 
waived 
the 
preliminary 
hearing 
appeared with an attorney and the 
other indicated 
his intention to 
settle the charge by making resti­ 
tution. 
The other three men in 
custody were given hearings after 
they entered pleas of not guilty and 
each was held for November court 
under bond of $300. 
Charles Chrismer, Gettysburg R. 
5, appeared before Justice Shealer 
this morning with his attorney, J. 
Francis Yake, Jr., Esq., and waived 
the hearing, after which he renewed 
the $300 bail which had been posted 
following 
his 
arrest 
Thursday. 
Clirismer is accused of having been 
ineligible to receive $101 in assist­ 
ance which he was given by the 
state board from March 20 to May 
22, 1937. He is alleged to have failed 
to report to the board the fact that 
his wife had been employed by a 
county shoe company during that 
period and that his family was no 
longer destitute. 
Largest Claim $271 
John Duttera, 16 Lombard street, 
Littlestown, also waived his hearing 
this morning 
and 
renewed bail, 
indicating his intention of settling 
before November court. 
He is ac 
cused of receiving assurance for 
which he was ineligible in the sum 
of $33 while he was employed by a 
shoe company from April 13, 1937, 
»o April 27. 1937. 
The largest claim on the list Is 
against William Tully, 36. Fairfield, 
R. I, who is charged with getting 
relief in cash, groceries and other 
commodities totaling $348 "more or 
less,” but at the hearing his debt to 
the board was placed at $271. It is 
alleged that Tully failed to report 
the facts that he was receiving dis­ 
ability 
compensation 
from 
June, 
1936, until the following January' 
and an income from private em­ 
ployment from February, 1937, until 
June of that year. 
One Defendant Jailed 
After the hearing this morning 
Tully was returned to jail in de­ 
fault of $300 bail. 
He was arrang­ 
ing for bail to be .secured for his re­ 
lease later today. 
Tully was the 
only one of the five arrested Thurs­ 
day who was committed to jail in 
default of bond for the hearings. 
Roy D. Ginter, Gettysburg R. 5, 
was held for November court under 
$300 bond after the hearing this 
morning at which Kreider testified 
that the defendant had been in­ 
eligible to receive $161.22 which was 
paid from August to October in 1936 
while Ginter is alleged to have had 
sufficient income from unreported 
sources. He is alleged to have been 
employed in Hagerstown during that 
period and for a short time later 
that year by a shoe company at Mc­ 
Sherrystown. 
Claiming that he had made some 
small payments in restitution, Merl 
Sanders, 
Fairfield, 
was held 
for 
court under an equal bond on a 
charge of securing $55 80 from the 
state assistance department from 
September 19 to November 14 in 1936 
while his wife was employed at a 
canning company plant and earned 
$99.76 during the period involved. 
first Prosecutions In County 
Kreider stated that the warrants 
which have been issued for the arrest 
of the two men who were found 
Thursday by Constable Guise to 
have left the county will be served 
and the men called to account. One 
is accused of securing $9.60 by false 
pretenses, while $50 80 is claimed of 
Hie other. 
The prosecutions are the first to 
be brought in Adams county since 
he division of claim settlements was 
it up last June.

Yarrington, 
eyes 
wide 
open but unseeing, slept on today 
as she has for more than 1,000 
days and nights, her condition 
neither better nor worse, but her 
case hopeless. 
Physicians at last have said 
they believe the five-year-old vic­ 
tim 
of 
encephalitis 
iethargica 
(sleeping 
sickness) 
cannot 
re­ 
cover. 
But, refusing to give up 
hope, Maxine's mother visits her 
each week, although she never 
finds the signs of improvement 
tiiat might indicate the doctors 
are wrong. 
Since the child came to the hos­ 
pital nearly three years ago—on 
September 24, 1935—her condition 
has changed little 
She continues 


to take food mechanically from a 
bottle and has grown slightly. Her 
cheeks are red; her complextion 
natural. 
The temperature in her hospi­ 
tal room where kindly nuns watch 
over Maxine is nearly constant 
the year round, and the nurses 
said she suffered no discomfort 
during the record breaking heat 
this summer. 
The 
little 
patient 
frequently 
tosses fitfully in her bed, her big 
eyes staring fixedly, but never re­ 
flecting consciousness. 
Although 
her temperature rises occasionally, 
it always returns to normal during 
a 24-hour period. 
She lias two healthy brothers 
and a sister. 
One brother was 
born in the same hospital during 
Maxine's long illness.

Concerning Eddie Plank 
P»EW countians realize the signif- 
• 
icance behind the name of Ed­ 
ward S "Eddie” Plank. 
Of course 
everyone in the county is fam iliar 
with the name. 
Nearly everyone 
knowns th at Plank was local in re ­ 
gards to his home, th a t he went from 
Gettysburg college 
to star as a 
pitcher with the Philadelphia A th­ 
letics, and also th a t he pitched in 
a few world series in which the 
"W hite Elephants” figured. 
But, paradoxically, th a t is where 
the general information ends—few 
knowing the intim ate details th a t 
surround Eddie’s record in the big 
show. 
With 
this 
in 
mind, 
the 
“Plnch-H itter” will attem pt, in this 
column, to hand out free inform a­ 
tion on the local immortal. 
Started Under Mack 
In 1901, with the founding of the 
American 
league 
of 
professional 
baseball, Eddie Plank went to the 
Philadelphia 
Athletics, 
then, 
as 


I now, 
under 
the 
m anagership 
of 
Connie Mack. 
Tile year previous, 
Plank had term inated a most suc­ 
cessful pitching span with the local 
college 
nine. 
Apparently 
Plank 
found little difference in the m ajors 
from that of collegiate baseball, for 
in his first year with the Macks he 
won seventeen games and lost eleven 
a .607 percentage in any league. 
From th a t season until 1914. in­ 
clusive—a span of exactly fourteen 
summers—Bld hurled from the port- 
side in the interests of C. Mack. 
Included in that prolonged pitch­ 
ing session were five world series— 
1905. ’IO, ’ll, ’13, and 14. 
The A’s 
also 
won 
the 
American 
league 
championship in 1902, but as the 
National league had alienated the 
junior circuit during the first few 
years of its existence, no world 
series was conducted th at season. 
During the ’IO, ’ll. ’13, and ’14 
series, 
the 
“W hite 
Elephants’’ 
reigned as world champions.

Best Year was 1912 
P 
LANKS stay with the Macks re­ 
corded 282 victories as against 
160 defeats. 
His best year was 1912 
when the A’s slipped to fifth place 
after having won the world cham ­ 
pionships tile previous two years. 
During 
the 
1912 
season. 
Plank 
amassed 26 wins against only six 
losses for a percentage of .813. 
In 
the m atter of strike-outs his best 
year was 1907 when he whiffed no 
less than 198 bludgeon bearers. In ­ 
cidentally, the same season, Eddie 
walked 82. one under his highest 
total of 83 bases-on-balls given out 
in 1912. 
Plank gave up hts most 
hits, 287. in th at hectic 1912 cam ­ 
paign. His best earned-run average 
with the A’s was 2.41, in 1909. How­ 
ever. he bettered this to the degree 
of 1.79 his last year in the majors, 
1917. with the St. Louis Americans. 
Eddie went to the St. Louis Fed­ 
erals in 1915 and finished with the 
St. Louis Browns in ’16 and T7 
During the seventeen seasons spent 
in the majors, Eddie Plank compiled 
an enviable record of 323 victories 
against only 171 setbacks. 
He suf­ 
fered only two bad seasons—years 
in which he finished under the .500 
percentage—those being 1908. when 
he won 14 and dropped 16, and his 
last year, 1917, when he copped five 
winners and lost six. 
Some may 
venture th at even those two years 
weren’t so bad. and we’ll readily 
double the order. All of which helps 
prove that most people, although 
they knew Eddie was great, didn’t 
know the extent of th a t greatness. 
Connie Mack always speaks of Plank 
as one of his “best.” 
Ed Plank figures in two world 


series records—one to his favor; the J 
other obviously not. 
During the 1911 
series, Joshua 
Devore, 
G iant outfielder, 
whiffed 
five consecutive times to set an 
unprecedented mark 
On October 
16. Lefty Plank fanned Devore four 
times, and on the following day, 
Jack Combs turned the trick once. 
Oddly enough, Plank and Coombs 
collaborated again on October 25. 
1911, in ushering four hits 
(two 
singles, two doubles* to Lawrence J. 
Doyle, also of the Giants. 
By get­ 
ting four hits in one world series 
game. Doyle tied the mark held by 
a number of others. 
In the tw o-hit world series game 
p itc h e d by Plank on October ll, 
1913, against the Giants, the A’s 
hurler had a no-hitter in his posses­ 
sion late in the game. Plank called 
foi an infield fly—something a big- 
league 
pitcher seldom does—and, 
by the fate of the gods, dropped 
the ball when it struck the heel of 
his glove and bounded out for an j 
error. Eld was naturally set-back by 
th e miscue and before he could re- J 
tire the side, the Giant* had gar- j 
acred two hits and produced one I 
run.

Continuing in his speech the visitor 
exclaim ed:

P 
ROBABLY the most dangerous and devastating poison that flows 
through the human mind is fear thought. My idea of a religion is 
that one which banishes all fear from the mind. 
“Hell fire," and 
"eternal torture” could never embody a just religion, backed by a kind, 
ever forgiving, and loving God. 
I have always been impressed with the absence of fear on the part of 
birds and animals of the forest, where they have never been the subject 
of man’s capture or killing. At my small island home, where I spend 
a few short weeks during the summer months, here in Nova Scotia, it 
takes a very short while before wild squirrels come and take peanuts 
from my hand, and wild ducks come up the lagoon at my call and feed 
at my feet. They have never had the opportunity, or reason to fear for 
their lives, for I have made them my friends. 
War is dastardly and wicked—because it fills all concerned with it— 
with fear.

Jerusalem. Aug. 19 (AP).—A fresh 
battle 
between 
Britain’s 
scrapoy 
Irish guards and kilted Scotsmen of 
the black watch and an Arab guer­ 
rilla band today brought the casualty 
list for two days of bloody conflict to 
05 dead and hundreds wounded. 
Today’s conflict occurred on the 
plain of Sharon and followed closely 
Thursday’s battle on the outskirts of 
Acre. 
The two days’ fighting was 
the heaviest the Holy Land has seen 
in the current reign of bloodshed, 
which became serious July 5. 
Sixty Arabs were killed—fifty near 
Acre and at least ten in the Sharon 
battle—and hundreds wounded in 
the two engagements, while five 
British 
soldiers 
lost 
their 
lives. 
Thirteen Britons were wounded. 
The Sharon battle started near 


Kalkilyeh. an Arab center, when a 
I patrol of the Irish guards was am ­ 
bushed and a British arm y motor 
truck damaged wiien it passed over 
I a land mine.

British planes, flying low with 
1 their m achine-guns blazing, drove 
I the Arabs deeper into the hills, while 


troop rc-inforcem ents pursued the 
scattered band.
